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Season Outlook 


Following a school-record 31-win 
season, Creighton returns four starters 
to the floor in 2022 in search of a ninth 
straight BIG EAST regular-season title. 

Kirsten Bernthal Booth, who has led 
CU to 10 straight NCAA Tournaments, will 
have plenty of options as she juggles a 
lineup featuring 11 returners, three grad 
transfers and four true freshmen. 

All-American outside hitters Norah Sis 
and Jaela Zimmerman were both named 
All-BIG EAST, AVCA All-East Region and 
AVCA All-Americans last fall, when they 
were among the best six-rotation pin 
hitter duos in the nation. 

After earning VolleyballMag.com’s 
National Freshman of the Year acclaim, 
Sis spent her summer starting on USA 
Volleyball’s U19 team that won the 
Gold Medal at the Pan American Cup. 
Zimmerman, a three-time tournament 
MVP last season, spent the summer 
rehabbing from a torn ACL suffered last 
December in the NCAA Tournament. 

Two-time All-BIG EAST selection Keeley 
Davis is a threat on either pin and at the 
service line, where she ranked second in 
the conference in service aces last season. 

Other threats to play on the outside 
or as a defensive specialist include 
senior Emily Bressman, junior Megan 
Skovsende, and newcomers Bethany 
Clapp, Ava Martin and Jazz Schmidt. 

Local products Bressman and 
Skovsende are both veterans in the 
program who can play front or back row. 
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Kendra Wait (15) and Jaela Zimmerman (7) were named All-BIG EAST and AVCA All-East Region last fall. 


Martin was tabbed the nation’s No. 47 
recruit by PrepVolleyball after starring for 
one of the best teams in Kansas. Clapp is 
a graduate transfer from Incarnate Word, 
where she was named Second Team 
All-Southland Conference last season. 
Schmidt was an AVCA Second Team 
All-American at Palm Beach Atlantic 
after leading all of Division Il with 10 
triple-doubles. Schmidt could also see 
time on the right side or at setter. 

Battling Schmidt on the right side is 
Davis and returning senior Kiana Schmitt, 
who made great strides in 2021 and made 
19 starts a year ago. Schmitt can also play 
as a middle blocker. 

After starting middle blockers Naomi 
Hickman and Annika Welty both 


graduated, look for the Bluejays to get a 
boost from the return of Kiara Reinhardt. 
Reinhardt redshirted last season but 
showed vast potential when she was 
named to the BIG EAST’s All-Freshman 
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Team in the spring of 2021. 

Also in the mix in the middle is 
sophomore Abbey Milner and true 
freshman Ann Marie Remmes. 

Kendra Wait developed into one of 
the nation’s top freshman setters last year 
and will fight with junior Katie Maser and 
Schmidt for the right to run the Bluejay 
offense. 

Libero Abby Bottomley finished 
seventh in NCAA history with 2,711 career 
digs, but there’s several options to replace 
her. Ellie Bolton served as CU’s libero for 
much of the 2020 season, and Allison 
Whitten transfers into the program after 
spending the past four years as the libero 
at Morehead State. 

Not to be forgotten are freshman Sky 
McCune from nearby Gretna, the nation’s 
No. 52 recruit and Overland Park, Kan., 
native and fellow freshman Morgan 
Colangelo.

Entering her 20th season, 
three-time National Coach 
of the Year Kirsten Bernthal 
Booth continues to lead one of 
the nation’s best programs at 
Creighton. 

Booth has steadily built a 
program that has appeared in 
the AVCA’s Top 25 poll each 
of the last 10 years. CU has 
reached 11 of the last 12 NCAA 
Tournaments, including a 2016 
run to the Elite Eight, Sweet 
Sixteen trips in 2015 and 2016 
and an unprecedented eight 
straight BIG EAST regular-season titles. Since the start of 2014, CU is 
139-10 against league foes. Powered by a top-10 recruiting class, last 
year's team won a program-record 31 matches and saw Norah Sis earn 
VolleyballMag.com National Freshman of the Year honors. 

Booth owns an impressive past, both on and off the court. 

Creighton has posted a record of 414-179 and averaged 1,389 fans per 
home match in Booth’s tenure. All 19 of Booth’s teams have qualified for 
the conference tournament, with eight of her last 10 teams winning the 
event. 

Booth’s .698 winning percentage and 414 wins are easily the best in 
Creighton volleyball history. Booth owns 526 career victories, an average 
of 23.9 wins per season, when you add in her 112 wins in three years at 
Kirkwood (lowa) Community College. 

In her first 19 seasons at Creighton, Booth has coached 46 First Team 
and 16 Second Team all-conference picks. Booth’s teams have won 16 
AVCA Team Academic Awards and featured six women who have won 
seven CoSIDA Academic All-America accolades. 

She has been named AVCA Regional Coach of the Year in three of the 
last seven seasons (2015, 2016, 2018). Booth was also voted BIG EAST 
Coach of the Year in 2015, 2016 and 2019. 

Booth has led Creighton to nine conference regular-season 
championships in the past 10 years, a stretch that started in 2012 with an 
MVC crown and has extended from 2014-21 with the last eight BIG EAST 
titles. 

Under her guidance, Creighton has been a national seed in the NCAA 
Tournament four of the last seven seasons (2015, 2017, 2018, 2021), 
something only 13 schools can claim. 

The Bluejays also own at least one top-25 victory in each of the last 
seven campaigns. 

The Bluejays’ 256 wins since 2012 is eighth-most in the country, and 
their 179 wins in the past seven years is sixth-most. In addition, Creighton 
is one of nine schools to qualify for the Big Dance in the last 10 seasons. 

Booth’s players have enjoyed great individual success, as well. Jaali 
Winters wrapped up one of the greatest careers in program history in 
2018 with 96 school records and has played professionally in France, 
Spain and Greece. Winters was a four-time All-American, four-time First 
Team All-BIG EAST pick, the 2018 BIG EAST Player of the Year and a two- 
time BIG EAST Championship MVP. Her partner on the outside, Taryn 
Kloth, was named Honorable Mention All-American in both 2016 and 
2018. She was part of the top beach volleyball team in the country at LSU 
in 2021 and now plays professionally in the sand. 

During her time at Creighton, Booth has had players named Conference 
Player of the Year (3x), Libero of the Year (3x), Freshman of the Year (4x) 
and Scholar-Athlete of the Year (3x).

The Bluejays have been near-unbeatable at home since moving into 
D.J. Sokol Arena in 2009, going 149-31 overall and 104-8 in conference 
home matches at the facility in the past 13 years. 

DJ. Sokol Arena has attracted 235,858 fans, including 29 different 
crowds of 2,000 or more, since opening in 2009. CU has led the league in 
average home attendance all but one year since joining the BIG EAST, and 
in 2018 ranked 11th nationally with a league-record 2,802 fans per home 
match. Last year, CU was 14th nationally with 2,158 fans per home match. 

DJ. Sokol Arena is one of two facilities that Booth has helped open 
since her arrival, along with the Ruth Scott Training Center (2019), which 
is located across the street from DJ. Sokol Arena. The “Ruth” serves as a 
practice venue for both Bluejay volleyball and women’s basketball. 

Booth has proven to be a popular coach among her players and within 
the Omaha community, which is a key factor in the team’s record crowds 
ranking among the top-50 nationally 15 of the last 16 seasons.

Prior to coming to Creighton, Booth went a combined 112-41 in three 
seasons at Kirkwood Community College in Cedar Rapids, lowa. All three 
of her teams won at least 36 matches. Her 2000 team reached the NJCAA 
finals before falling to St. Clair College. Her 2001 team placed fourth 
nationally and her 2002 club won 39 matches and had seven players earn 
academic all-conference honors. She was named District Coach of the 
Year on two different occasions. 

In addition to her coaching responsibilities, she served as the 
school’s human resource coordinator, where she was in charge of staff 
development and wellness for all faculty and staff at Kirkwood. 

Booth served as a volunteer coach with the University of lowa in the 
fall of 1997, helping to run drills and scout opponents. The following 
spring, she served as interim head coach while running practice and 
doing other assorted administrative tasks. She later earned her master’s 
degree in higher education administration with an emphasis in athletic 
administration from lowa in 2000. 

As an undergrad, Booth’s teams at Truman State went 101-54. She ran 
the offense as the setter and was named the Mid-America Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association Freshman of the Year in 1993, and earned AIl-MIAA 
accolades her final three seasons as well. She capped off her career in 
1996 by earning MIAA Player of the Year honors and setting new school 
records for assists in a season (1,662) and career (6,077), the latter of 
which ranked third in NCAA history at the Division II level when she 
graduated. She was inducted into Truman State’s Athletic Hall of Fame in 
October, 2011. 

She was also a member of the Student Senate at Truman State, where 
she graduated magna cum laude with a degree in communications. In 
addition, she earned Academic All-American honors and was named the 
1997 Missouri NCAA Woman of the Year. 


Growing up, Booth excelled in both tennis and volleyball at Lincoln 
East High School, where she is a member of the school’s Athletic Hall 
of Fame. She was an All-State setter on the volleyball court and was a 
three-time All-American and two-time state champion in tennis at 
No. 1 singles. 

Booth and her husband, Erik, reside in Omaha. The couple have three 
daughters: Reese (17), Hayden (15) and Berkeley (11).

Year-by-Year Under Kirsten Bernthal Booth 


2021 (31-4, 16-2 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 11, Year-End AVCA Rank of 22, NCAA Second Round) 

A school-record 31 victories, including five tournament titles, highlighted Creighton’s 2021 campaign. 
Unranked to start the season, Creighton swept its first three matches of the season before turning heads 
nationally with a 3-0 sweep in Lexington of defending national champion and third-ranked Kentucky. The 
Bluejays went 12-1 in non-conference play prior to a 16-2 run through BIG EAST play to share part of their 
eighth straight regular-season title. CU then swept both DePaul and host Marquette to win a seventh league 
tournament title in eight years. The No. 14 national seed in the NCAA Tournament, CU swept Ole Miss before 
falling to Kansas in the Second Round. Norah Sis was named VolleyballMag.com National Freshman of the Year, 
BIG EAST Freshman of the Year, BIG EAST Tournament MVP and Third Team All-American after leading CU in 
kills. Also named All-BIG EAST and All-American were Abby Bottomley, Kendra Wait and Jaela Zimmerman. 
Bottomley finished her career seventh in NCAA history with 2,711 digs and became the first player in program 
history to be named a First Team CoSIDA Academic All-American. 


2020 (12-4, 7-1 BIG EAST, No RPI Calculated, NCAA First Round) 

Creighton won the BIG EAST regular-season and tournament titles while returning to the NCAA Tournament 
in a most unusual season. The global COVID-19 pandemic pushed an abbreviated season into the spring, with 
limited crowds and face coverings required during the regular-season. Creighton went 3-1 in non-conference 
play before opening BIG EAST play by splitting two matches with No. 25 Marquette. The Bluejays won their 
final six league matches to finish atop the Midwest Division, then defeated UConn and Marquette for their 
sixth BIG EAST Tournament title in seven seasons. The entire NCAA Tournament was held in Omaha, but CU 
fell in five sets to Ohio Valley Conference champ Morehead State in the First Round. Jaela Zimmerman earned 
East Region Player of the Year honors from the AVCA and joined on the All-Conference Team alongside Keeley 
Davis and Naomi Hickman. Hickman was named Most Outstanding Player of the BIG EAST Tournament, with 
Annika Welty and All-Freshman Team honoree Kiara Reinhardt also being named All-Tourney. 


2019 (25-6, 17-1 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 23, Year-End AVCA Rank of 16, NCAA Second Round) 

Picked second in the preseason BIG EAST poll, Creighton still won its sixth straight regular-season league title 
thanks to a pair of victories over top-10 Marquette. Keeley Davis was named BIG EAST Freshman of the Year 
after earning Freshman of the Week honors on 10 occasions. Brittany Witt took home Third Team All-America 
and BIG EAST Libero of the Year accolades for a second time while becoming CU's all-time digs leader. Davis 
and Witt joined Jaela Zimmerman, Megan Ballenger and AVCA East Region Player of the Year Madelyn Cole 
as First Team All-BIG EAST picks. Creighton pushed No. 7 Minnesota to the limit in the Second Round of the 
NCAA Tournament before falling in five sets. Kirsten Bernthal Booth was named BIG EAST Coach of the Year 
and Angie Oxley Behrens brought home the AVCA National Assistant Coach of the Year award. 


2018 (29-5, 18-0 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 16, Year-End AVCA Rank of 13, NCAA Second Round) 

Creighton once again goes unbeaten against the BIG EAST, including three wins over nationally-ranked 
Marquette, and non-conference tournament titles in the Bluejay Invitational and the SMU DoubleTree 
Classic. Jaali Winters was named BIG EAST Player of the Year and AVCA Third Team All-American after closing 
her career with 96 school records, while Taryn Kloth and Marshall transfer Madelyn Cole were also named 
Honorable Mention All-Americans and First Team All-BIG EAST. CU set an NCAA regular-season volleyball-only 
record with 14,022 fans for a Sept. 6 match vs. Nebraska, and earned the No. 9 national seed in the NCAA 
Tournament for the second straight fall. 


2017 (26-7, 16-2 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 14, Year-End AVCA Rank of 16, NCAA Second Round) 

After a grueling non-conference schedule that included road wins at No. 3 Washington and No. 7 Kansas, 
Creighton won the BIG EAST regular-season and tournament titles for a fourth straight campaign in 2017. 
Creighton earned the No. 9 national seed and hosted its first NCAA Tournament matches. Creighton went 
16-2 in league play, only to avenge both losses en route to a BIG EAST Championship crown. Thanks in part to 
three sellouts, the Bluejays set a school record for average home attendance (1,873). Brittany Witt was named 
BIG EAST Libero of the Year and joined as a First Team All-BIG EAST pick by Lydia Dimke, Marysa Wilkinson 
and Jaali Winters. 


2016 (29-7, 18-0 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 12, Year-End AVCA Rank of 9, NCAA Elite Eight) 

Three straight five-set wins in the NCAA Tournament helped Creighton reach the program’s first Elite Eight, 
while tying the school record with 29 wins. The Bluejays started the year 6-6 against a difficult non-conference 
slate before a school-record 23 straight wins that ranked as the nation’s longest active streak at the time. That 
stretch included the first 18-0 season by any volleyball team in BIG EAST history, and a sweep of both matches 
at the BIG EAST Championship, as Creighton claimed both crowns for the third straight year. Purdue transfer 
Lydia Dimke was named BIG EAST Player of the Year and Third Team All-American, while Brittany Witt earned 
East Region Freshman of the Year honors. Kirsten Bernthal Booth was named BIG EAST Coach of the Year and 
VolleyballMag.com National Coach of the Year. Creighton defeated Northern lowa, No. 4 Kansas and No. 17 
Michigan in the NCAA Tournament before falling to No. 5 Texas in Austin in the Elite Eight. 


2015 (27-9, 17-1 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 14, Year-End AVCA Rank of 19, NCAA Regional Semifinal) 
Creighton won its second consecutive BIG EAST regular-season and tournament titles, then advanced to the 
Sweet 16 for the first time in program history. Creighton played five top-11 teams in non-conference play, 
including a 3-0 sweep over No. 10 Kentucky. A five-set comeback over Kansas State ignited a 12-match win 
streak, and CU won the BIG EAST by three games with a 17-1 mark. The Bluejays then defended their home 
court with victories over Marquette and Villanova to win the BIG EAST Championship. Creighton earned the 
No. 16 national seed, defeating Coastal Carolina and No. 23 North Carolina to clinch a Sweet 16 appearance, 
where it won the first set from No. 2 USC before falling in four sets. Jaali Winters spearheaded the nation’s No. 
11 recruiting class and was named BIG EAST Freshman of the Year and Third Team All-American while setting a 
CU record for kills in a season, Lauren Smith was First Team All-BIG EAST and All-American Honorable Mention 
and fellow junior Jess Bird was named MVP of the BIG EAST Championship. Kirsten Bernthal Booth was named 
BIG EAST Coach of the Year and AVCA East Region Coach of the Year. 


2014 (25-9, 16-2 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 34, NCAA First Round) 

Creighton won both the regular-season and tournament titles in the BIG EAST while advancing to a third 
consecutive NCAA Tournament. The Bluejays opened the year 7-6 against a ruthless non-conference schedule, 
and won the Bluejay Invitational for the first time. The Jays avenged both regular-season losses in BIG EAST 
play with a 3-1 triumph over Seton Hall in the BIG EAST Championship final. Lauren Smith (MVP), Leah McNary 
and Marysa Wilkinson were named to the All-Tournament Team, while Kelli Browning and Jess Bird were 
named First Team All-BIG EAST. Browning closed her career as CU's all-time leader in attack percentage and 
block assists while being named a Third Team All-American by the AVCA and the Omaha Sports Woman of 
the Year by the Omaha Sports Hall of Fame. The year also saw Kate Elman become CU's all-time digs leader. 


2013 (23-9, 12-4 BIG EAST, Final RPI of 18, NCAA Second Round) 

Creighton’s first season in the BIG EAST saw the Bluejays attain a year-end RPI of 18 to go with runner-up 
finishes in league play during both the regular-season and league tournament. Ranked 24th nationally in the 
preseason AVCA poll, Creighton opened a challenging preseason schedule with a 3-1 win over No. 13 BYU, 
part of a stretch that also featured matches vs. No. 7 Hawai'i, California, Kansas, No. 11 UCLA and Wichita 
State. Kelli Browning and Michelle Sicner were named All-American Honorable Mention by the AVCA, while 
Browning and Leah McNary were First Team All-BIG EAST. CU led the nation with 3.06 blocks per set. The 
Bluejays reached the NCAA Tournament for the third time in four seasons, defeating Arkansas before falling 
in four sets at No. 23 Kansas. 


2012 (29-4, 17-1 MVC, Final RPI of 24, Year-End AVCA Rank of 24, NCAA Second Round) 

The Bluejays closed their 19-year run in the MVC by winning the program’s first Valley 
regular-season and tournament titles. CU won regular-season tournaments at South Florida and 
Northern Colorado before clinching the outright league crown with a memorable 3-2 comeback 
win at rival Wichita State. The Bluejays swept the Shockers eight days later for the Valley Tourney 
title, then defeated Marquette in straight sets to open NCAA Tournament play before falling in four 
frames at Minnesota. Megan Bober was named MVC Player of the Year and Tournament MVP, while 
Kelli Browning was tabbed MVC Defensive Player of the Year after tying for the national lead with 
204 blocks. Both women were named All-American Honorable Mention and were joined on the 
All-MVC First Team by freshman Melanie Jereb. Kirsten Bernthal Booth was named MVC Coach of the Year and 
CaptainU National Coach of the Year. Creighton also spent four weeks in the AVCA Top 25 for the first time, 
reaching as high as No. 21 before finishing No. 24. 


2011 (17-14, 12-6 MVC, Final RPI of 74) 

Creighton finished the 2011 season with a 17-14 mark, falling in the quarterfinals of the MVC Tournament. The 
Bluejays tied a program record with three First Team All-MVC picks (Megan Bober, Laurel Sanford and MVC 
Libero of the Year Julianne Mandolfo). Bober set an MVC single-season record with nine triple-doubles, while 
Mandolfo set CU single-season records for digs and digs per set. Leah McNary and Michelle Sicner were both 
named to The Valley's All-Freshman squad. 


2010 (21-12, 13-5 MVC, Final RPI of 32, NCAA Second Round) 

Creighton’s breakthrough season saw the Bluejays make their first NCAA Tournament and upset No. 16 lowa 
State. Kirsten Bernthal Booth claimed National Coach of the Year honors from CVU.com. Creighton finished 
third in the MVC, the nation’s sixth-ranked conference, and then broke down another barrier by reaching its 
first conference tournament final. The Bluejays earned an at-large bid and beat lowa State in five sets before 
falling at No. 12 Minnesota in the NCAA Tourney. Sophomore Megan Bober was named First Team All-MVC 
and All-American Honorable Mention as part of a balanced squad that ranked second nationally in digs per 
set (18.94). 


2009 (14-17, 10-8 MVC, Final RPI of 86) 

Creighton opened D.J. Sokol Arena inside the Wayne and Eileen Ryan Athletic Center, setting a then-school 
record with 10 home wins. Creighton beat No. 25 Wichita State on Oct. 2 for its first win over a ranked 
opponent, and hosted the Missouri Valley Conference Tournament for the first time at year's end. The team 
overcame a 3-8 non-conference mark with a fourth-place finish in the MVC. Jessica Houts was named First 
Team All-MVC to lead a Creighton defense that ranked third nationally in blocks per set. 


2008 (18-9, 15-3 MVC, Final RPI of 46) 

Creighton narrowly missed an NCAA bid, finishing with the second-best RPI of any team left out of the field. 
The Bluejays dropped five-set matches to No. 21 LSU and UAB early in the year and a chance to pick up some 
key wins were lost when a tournament was cancelled due to a hurricane in Texas. Creighton cruised through 
the league with a 15-3 mark, including a sweep of UNI on the last weekend of the year, to finish alone in 
second place and set a program record with an eighth-straight win. However, the Bluejays dropped a five- 
set match to UNI in the MVC Tournament semifinals. Jessica Houts was named MVC Defensive Player of the 
Year and Honorable Mention All-American and joined teammates Korie Lebeda and Amanda Cvejdlik on the 
All-MVC First Team. 


2007 (21-10, 14-4 MVC, Final RPI of 56) 

Creighton didn't receive an NCAA Tournament at-large bid after a second consecutive 21-10 campaign. The 
Bluejays tied for second in the MVC but despite one of the nation’s top-15 toughest non-conference 
schedules, weren't among four MVC teams selected to the NCAA's. Kelly Goc and Korie Lebeda both repeated 
as First Team All-Valley picks, with Goc also named an All-American Honorable Mention. Allie Oelke was 
MVC Freshman of the Year and libero Bianca Rivera set a single-season dig mark. Creighton averaged a record 
1,860 fans per home match, hosting more than 13,000 at CHI Health Center Omaha for a Sept. 2 contest vs. 
Cal Poly. 


2006 (21-10, 12-6 MVC, Final RPI of 57) 

Creighton’s first team to win 20 or more matches ranked among the national leaders in attendance, too. A five- 
set road win at Wichita State and four-set match against eventual national champion Nebraska before more 
than 12,000 fans prove the program reached previously unprecedented heights. Kelly Goc and Korie Lebeda 
were both named First Team All-Valley as Creighton beat three teams that reached the NCAA Tournament. 


2005 (16-14, 10-8 MVC, Final RPI of 124) 

A road win at Northern lowa highlighted a 16-14 season. Leah Ratzlaff repeated her First Team 
All-MVC honors and finished 12th in league history in career kills. Korie Lebeda topped the MVC with a league 
and school-record 13.34 assists per set and was joined by classmates Jessica Houts and Amanda Cvejdlik to 
form a talented trio of Bluejay freshmen. 


2004 (18-11, 10-8 MVC, Final RPI of 95) 

A then-school-record seven-match winning streak that included victories at Missouri, New Mexico and lowa 
helped Creighton reach 18 wins. Leah Ratzlaff was First Team All-MVC, while Carolyn Decker and Kelly Goc 
were named to the MVC's All-Freshman Team. 


2003 (12-18, 9-9 MVC, Final RPI of 170) 

With virtually the same personnel, Booth’s first team improved its win total from 2002 by nine to finish 12-18. 
The season marked the program’s move to the Omaha Civic Auditorium, and attendance records fell. Single- 
season school records were set for kills (Leah Ratzlaff), digs Janeen Piller), blocks (Ashley Williams) and assists 
(Brittany Coleman). 


Angie Oxley Behrens / Elise Fulcher 


Assistant Coach Angie Oxley Behrens 


Angie Oxley Behrens returns for her 20th season as an assistant coach at Creighton. An 
original member of Kirsten Bernthal Booth’s staff, she is the longest-tenured assistant coach in 
Creighton’s Volleyball history and a key factor in the program’s run of eight consecutive regular- 
season BIG EAST titles and 10 straight trips to the NCAA Tournament. 

In 2019, Behrens was recognized as AVCA National Assistant Coach of the Year and was 
also part of the BIG EAST Coaching Staff of the Year after helping the Bluejays to a sixth straight 
league title. 

Behrens works closely with CU's outside hitters, while assisting with scouting and recruiting. 
Maes Behrens also helps to organize Creighton’s volleyball camps. 

The Bluejays have been ranked for 77 of the past 83 top-25 weekly polls, and have been 
" ranked at some point during each of the past 10 seasons. The last 19 years have seen the 
Creighton team compile its top 14 single-season kill totals all-time, as well as the top 10 individual single-season marks. 

Behrens has trained 10 outside hitters to a combined 20 all-conference 
honors, including 2018 BIG EAST Player of the Year and four-time 
All-American Jaali Winters. Winters, Taryn Kloth, 2019 BIG EAST Freshman 
of the Year Keeley Davis and 2021 BIG EAST Freshman of the Year Norah 
Sis have all spent time with USA Volleyball since becoming Bluejays. 

Behrens has seen Creighton go 414-179 in her 19 seasons on the bench, 
including NCAA Tournament wins in 2010, 2012, 2013, 2015 (2), 2016 (3), 
2017, 2018, 2019 and 2021. 

While at Nebraska, Behrens was a four-year starter, won three Big 12 
titles, was named 1997 Big 12 Freshman of the Year and was chosen as 
mj the University’s female 
student-athlete of the 
year in 2001 after leading the Cornhuskers to a 34-0 mark and a national title in 
the fall of 2000 as a senior. She closed her career as NU’s all-time digs leader with 
1,086. 

In the classroom, Behrens was a Chancellor's Scholar and four-time 
Highest Honors Distinction Medal honoree. She also was a four-year academic 
All-Big 12 selection, a recipient of an NCAA Postgraduate Scholarship and one of 
10 finalists for the 2001 NCAA Woman of the Year. She was also a member of the 
Mortar Board Honor Society, Pi Lambda Theta Honor Society, Golden Key, 2000 
Homecoming Royalty Court and the Dean’s List. 

Behrens and her husband, Matt, were married in 2006. The couple resides in 
Lincoln with their two kids, Logan (12) and Hattie (9). 


Volunteer Coach Elise Fulcher 


Elise Fulcher was named a volunteer coach with the Creighton Volleyball program in July of 2022. 

Fulcher has spent the past four years coaching with Premier Volleyball, leading each of her teams to 
the USAV Junior National Championships. This past July, Fulcher helped coach Premier's 16 Gold team to 
a third-place finish in the Open Division at USAV Nationals. She had previously led that same team to third 
place showings at the 2022 Mizuno Northern Lights Qualifier and the ASICS Show Me National Qualifier 
earlier in the year. 

Fulcher also worked with Premier Performance, providing position-specific training for Premier and 
non-Premier athletes. 

Elise graduated from Duchesne Academy where she was a varsity starter and served as team captain 
her senior year. She was awarded All-Area Honorable Mention and All-Nebraska Class B Honorable 
Mention with the Cardinals. She continued her playing career at Benedictine College in Atchison, Kan., 
where she played for three years and served as a student assistant coach her senior year. She still holds 
the program record for most blocks in a match. 

Creighton has three ex-Premier products on its 2022 roster: Megan Skovsende, Norah Sis and Sky 

McCune.

Brian Rosen / Kaleb Scharman 


Assistant Coach Brian Rosen 


Brian Rosen was named an assistant coach with the Creighton Volleyball program in February. 
Rosen had spent the past three years as the head coach at Division II Nova Southeastern, and last fall led 
the Sharks to the NCAA Tournament for the first time since 2009. 

Rosen arrived at Nova Southeastern in 2019 and guided the Sharks to a 20-13 record in his first 
season. His program won their final six contests to clinch Nova Southeastern’s first 20-win campaign since 
2008. NSU’s 12 Sunshine State Conference wins were a program record, and a pair of student-athletes 
were named AVCA All-Americans. His team posted a 3.61 GPA to earn a second consecutive AVCA Team 
Academic award. 

After the 2020 season was canceled due to COVID-19, Rosen's team stormed out of the gate with 
13 straight victories to open the fall of 2021. The 19 straight victories (counting the end of 2019) were 
one of numerous school records set in the fall. NSU established program-best marks for Sunshine State 
Conference victories (16), and .800 winning percentage in SSC play, best overall winning percentage in 
the NCAA-era (.828) and most home wins (16). 

The 2021 Nova Southeastern squad qualified for the NCAA Tournament for the first-time since 2009 and had three Sharks earn AVCA 
All-American Honors, AVCA All-Region awards, and All-Conference recognition. NSU finished 25-6 overall with a No. 19 year-end ranking in the 
AVCA poll. The Sharks were one of two teams to defeat eventual national champion Tampa, but the Spartans returned the favor to eliminate 
NSU in the Second Round of the NCAA Tournament. 

“What Brian has done at Nova Southeastern, turning around that program, is remarkable,” said Creighton head coach Kirsten Bernthal Booth. 
“He cares about his student-athletes, and | think he'll connect really well, not only with our players but with recruits. When you look at our 
past hires for that position, three of the five have been former head coaches, so clearly, | like people that have been able to navigate their own 
program and bring new ideas to ours. We're excited for Brian to do that with us.” 

Rosen joined the NSU coaching staff after spending two years at Davidson College as the associate head coach and recruiting coordinator. In 
his final year at Davidson, Rosen helped improve the Wildcats’ hitting percentage by over .100. In addition to coaching for the Wildcats, Rosen 
also served as the Carolina Juniors Club Director, where he coached seven consecutive teams to USAV National Championship bids. 

Immediately before joining the Wildcats, Rosen served as the head coach at 
Providence (N.C.) High School, producing an undefeated regular season for conference 
and tournament titles, garnering 2016 Conference and South Charlotte Weekly Coach 
of the Year honors. 

Prior to starting at Davidson, Rosen spent seven years (July 2009-May 2016) as the 
girl’s head volleyball coach at Charlotte Country Day School. During his tenure, he 
coached the program to an overall record of 169-66, earning two state championship 
and conference championship titles in 2013 and 2014. After those two stellar seasons, 
he was named the Charlotte Observer Coach of the Year. In 2012 and 2013, he was 
named the South Charlotte News & South Charlotte Weekly Coach of the Year. In 
addition, he was honored with the AVCA Thirty Under 30 award in 2013; one of just two 
high school coaches to receive the honor.

Creighton Volleyball Timeline 


Sept. 2, 1994: In the program’s first match since 1980, the 
Bluejays recorded a 3-0 win against UT-Chattanooga at the 
Tulane Invitational in New Orleans. Set scores were 18-16, 
15-8, 15-3. Creighton ended its first season back with an 
overall record of 5-20 and tied for ninth in the Missouri Valley 
Conference at 3-17. 

Sept. 10, 1994: Melissa Weisensee has the first triple-double 
in the history of the program with 40 assists, 19 digs and 
10 kills during a four-set loss to Illinois State. 


Nov. 20, 2001: Melissa Walsh and Kailey Reyes are named 
First Team All-MVC, while Erin Swanson was a Second Team 
pick. It is Walsh’s third straight honor and also the second 
consecutive accolade for Reyes. In addition, Ashley Williams 
is picked to the MVC’s All-Newcomer squad. 

Feb. 3, 2003: Kirsten Bernthal Booth is hired to become the 
third coach in modern Creighton volleyball history. Booth 
replaces Howard Wallace, who resigned after six seasons on 
Dec. 10, 2002. 


Nov. 2, 1996: Michelle Prorock records a school-record 
32 kills in a four-set win over Evansville. 

Nov. 10, 1996: JoDe Cieloha finishes with 22 kills, 15 digs 
and 12 total blocks (two solo) in a five-set match at Western 
Illinois for her second career triple-double performance. 
Nov. 9, 1997: Melissa Weisensee registers her second career 
triple-double, and the fourth in Creighton annals, as she 
finishes with 65 assists, 22 digs and 12 kills in a five-set loss 
at Evansville. 

Nov. 20, 1997: After its third-place finish in the MVC's 
regular season standings, first-year head coach Howard 
Wallace leads Creighton to its first appearance at the MVC 
Tournament. The Bluejays prove they belong, topping 
Indiana State in three sets. 

Oct. 16, 1998: Kailey Reyes joins Creighton’s triple-double 
club with her first of four career triple-doubles. The first four 
triple-doubles had come during Bluejay losses. Reyes ended 
the night with 62 assists, 21 digs and 10 kills in the five-set 
win vs. Indiana State. 

Nov. 16, 1999: Melissa Walsh is named to the Missouri 
Valley Conference's First Team, becoming the first Creighton 
volleyball player to have earned the honor. 

Sept. 2, 2000: The Bluejays finish a perfect season-opening 
weekend by defeating lowa State, Idaho and UNCG to win 
the lowa State Heritage Classic. It marks the first time in 
program history that the Bluejays win a tournament. Melissa 
Walsh was named the tournament's MVP and was joined on 
the all-tourney team by Kailey Reyes. 


Sept. 19, 2003: Creighton moves into the Omaha Civic 
Auditorium to play its first season of matches there. A 
then-record crowd of 806 fans sees Creighton open MVC play 
with a five-set victory over Southern Illinois. 


Oct. 13, 2006: Creighton survives a Wichita State match 
point to rally and stun the Shockers, 17-15 in set five of a 
road match against the two-time defending league champs. 
Nov. 24, 2006: Korie Lebeda sets the single-season record 
for assists in a season on the same day the Jays beat Illinois 
State in the MVC Tournament. 

Nov. 28, 2006: Senior Emily Greisch is named a CoSIDA Third 
Team Academic All-American. The nursing major owned a 
4.0 GPAand is the volleyball program’s first All-American 
of any kind. 

Aug. 26, 2007: Creighton sweeps Stephen F. Austin as 
Kirsten Bernthal Booth wins her 69th match on the Bluejay 
sidelines, most in Creighton history. 


Nov. 15, 2003: Leah Ratzlaff’s first kill of set two is her 436th 
of the season, passing Melissa Walsh for most in a single 
season in school history. 


Sept. 2, 2007:The largest volleyball-only regular-season 
crowd in NCAA history (13,081) is on hand as Creighton 
hosts Cal Poly. 


Sept. 4, 2004: Freshman Carolyn Decker serves a record 
eight aces as Creighton downs host New Mexico to win the 
Comcast Lobo Invitational, the program's third tournament 
title ever. 


Sept. 21, 2007: Creighton becomes the first visiting Valley 
school to win at UNI’s new McLeod Center with a 3-2 
come-from-behind win. UNI had been 278-0 all-time (at all 
home venues) when winning the first two sets of a match. 


Sept. 10, 2004: The Bluejays upset perennial 
NCAA Tournament qualifier Missouri in Columbia to open 
a three-match run to the Quality Inn Tiger Invitational title. 
Sarah Beulke is named Tournament MVP. 


Oct. 16, 2007: Ground is broken for Ryan Athletic Center and 
DJ. Sokol Arena, future home of Creighton volleyball. 

Nov. 22, 2007: Allie Oelke becomes Creighton’s first player 
ever named MVC Freshman of the Year. 


Oct. 23, 2004: Creighton tops eventual MVC regular-season 
and tourney champ Wichita State in five sets, snapping the 
Shockers’ 13-match win streak. 

Sept. 3, 2005: Creighton sweeps host San Diego State to win 
the SDSU Invitational. Creighton hits .414 in the tournament, 
which featured three sweeps. 


Nov. 23, 2007: Korie Lebeda becomes Creighton’s career 
assist leader, passing Kailey Reyes. 

Dec. 12, 2007: Kelly Goc becomes the program's first player 
named AVCA All-American Honorable Mention. 

Oct. 31, 2008: Kirsten Bernthal Booth becomes Creighton’s 
first volleyball coach to post 100 wins with a 3-1 win at Drake. 


Oct. 28, 2005: Korie Lebeda surpasses 1,000 career assists 
in her 23rd career match, fastest in program history to that 
milestone. Lebeda would finish the year with 13.34 assists 
per set, an MVC record. 

Nov. 18, 2005: Creighton stuns host Northern lowa at 
West Gymnasium, beating the Panthers for the first time in 
25 meetings. 


Nov. 24, 2000: Melissa Walsh and Kailey Reyes become the 
first Bluejay duo to earn First Team All-MVC accolades in the 
same year. 

Oct. 6, 2001: Melissa Walsh becomes CU's all-time leader 
when she pounds her 1,376th career kill vs. Southern Illinois 
and leads the Bluejays to a 6-1 MVC start. 

Oct. 12, 2001: Molly Moran breaks Melissa Weisensee’s 
school record when she records her 126th career service ace 
in a win over Bradley. CU opens MVC play 7-1. 

Nov. 10, 2001: Kailey Reyes sets Creighton’s all-time assists 
record when she records her 4,019th career assist at Bradley. 
Nov. 16, 2001: Kailey Reyes sets her second school record in 
a week when she sets the career digs mark with 1,224. 


Nov. 19, 2005: A second set kill by Leah Ratzlaff lets her 
pass Melissa Walsh for most kills in program history. Ratzlaff 
would finish with 1,622 kills, 26 more than Walsh, in her 
standout career. 


Nov. 21, 2008: Creighton clinches second place in the MVC 
with a convincing 3-0 sweep over UNI. The win was the Jays 
first ever at home over the Panthers in 15 tries. 

Nov. 27, 2008: Jessica Houts is one of three Bluejays named 
First Team All-MVC and also takes home MVC Defensive 
Player of the Year accolades. 

Dec. 17, 2008: Jessica Houts is named AVCA All-American 
Honorable Mention, just the volleyball program’s second 
All-American. 

April 8, 2009: Melissa (Walsh) Albers becomes Creighton’s 
first volleyball player to join the Athletics Hall of Fame. 


Sept. 10, 2006: Creighton beats eventual NCAA Tournament 
teams Saint Louis and Middle Tennessee to win the Blue 
Raider Bash in Murfreesboro, Tenn. 

Sept. 24, 2006: A crowd of 12,112, at the time the NCAA's 
second-largest regular-season volleyball-only crowd ever, is 
on hand as Creighton faces No. 1 Nebraska. Creighton wins 
set one 30-27 and leads set two 23-22 before eventually 
losing in four sets. 


Korie Lebeda, pictured with head coach Kirsten Bernthal Booth, became the second member from the volleyball 
program to enter the Creighton Athletics Hall of Fame in the spring of 2014. 
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Aug. 28, 2009: Creighton sweeps Texas Tech in the first 
regular-season match at DJ.

Dec. 3, 2010:CU makes a splash in its NCAA Tournament 
debut, beating No. 16 lowa State in five sets. 

Sept. 17, 2011: Two CU players own triple-doubles in the 
same match for the first time, as Megan Bober (11k-25a-12d) 
and Michelle Sicner (11k-22a-17d) do it vs. UAB. 

Nov. 19, 2011: Megan Bober sets an MVC record with her 
ninth triple-double of the fall (11k-36a-14d), at Drake. 

Sept. 8, 2012: Creighton sets a school-record with 21 blocks 
in a win vs. Tulsa, then defeats the host school to win the 
Northern Colorado Classic.

The Bluejays won their final six league matches to Tie Scores 
finish atop the Midwest Division, then defeated UConn and Marquette for their sixth BIG EAST Tournament title in rea hates 
seven seasons. The entire NCAA Tournament was held in Omaha, but CU fell in five sets to Ohio Valley Conference 
champ Morehead State in the First Round.

Home Venue History 


For the 14th straight season, Creighton will play its home 
volleyball matches on campus at DJ. Sokol Arena in the Wayne and 
Eileen Ryan Athletic Center. The building has served as the host of 
five conference volleyball tournaments (2009, 2013, 2015, 2018, 2020), 
with another on the way in November. Creighton has also hosted the 
First and Second Round of the NCAA Volleyball Tournament there 
three times (2017, 2018 and 2021). 

Creighton is 149-31 (.828) inside DJ. Sokol Arena since its 
2009 opening. The Bluejays have been near-unbeatable during 
regular-season conference matches at Sokol, going 104-8 (.929). That 
mark climbs to 73-3 (.961) since joining the BIG EAST. 

CU has hosted 29 crowds of 2,000 fans or more at D.J. Sokol Arena, 
including a facility-record 2,578 vs. Kentucky on Sept. 1, 2017. 


Creighton has led the BIG EAST in attendance all eight non-COVID seasons 
since joining the league in 2013.

More than 182,000 bricks, 654 tons of steel and 30 miles of 
electrical wire were used during construction, which employed up to 
115 workers at one time. 

The height of the roof ridge is 78’-10" above the arena floor, with 
a ceiling fan measuring 20 feet in diameter spinning high above the 
playing surface. 

In addition to a large locker room and team lounge at D.J. Sokol 
Arena, Creighton’s volleyball program also benefits from coaching 
offices and athletic training rooms in the Ryan Athletic Center. The 
Ryan Athletic Center houses the offices for most of Creighton’s support 
staff, including ticketing, athletic development, marketing, and sports 
information. 

After playing ona sport court surface for volleyball during the first 
nine and one-half years of the facility, a Taraflex® surface was installed 
prior to the volleyball team’s Sept. 21, 2018 match vs. DePaul.

Thanks to the generous donations of Wayne and the late Eileen Ryan and 
family, Dave and Peggy Sokol, and many others, D.J. Sokol Arena inside the 
Wayne and Eileen Ryan Athletic Center was dedicated on Aug. 28, 2009. 


The 75,000-square-foot facility houses a gymnasium holding 2,500 fans, 
as well as coaches’ offices and locker rooms for volleyball, women’s 
basketball, men’s soccer, women’s soccer and visiting teams and officials. It 
also houses areas for ticketing, athletic training, meeting rooms, media work 
rooms and hospitality functions. In addition, the arena is used for other 
campus and community events, including assemblies, coaching camps and 
clinics, concerts, speakers and high school graduations. 


The Ryans and their family are longtime supporters of Creighton University. 
Wayne Ryan, BS’49, MS’51, chairman and CEO of Streck Laboratories, Inc., 
began his career teaching at Creighton before pursuing his passion for 
research that led to the founding of his company. Wayne Ryan was also a 
Jaybacker and his daughter, Connie, serves on Creighton’s Board of Trustees. 


Dave and Peggy Sokol honored their son, DJ., who died in 1999 following 
a battle with Hodgkin's disease, by naming the gymnasium 


the D.J. Sokol Arena. Sokol is a former chairman and CEO of 
MidAmerican Energy Holdings Company, a global leader 
in the production, supply and distribution of energy from s 
diversified fuel sources, and formerly served on Creighton : 

University’s Board of Trustees.

The lounge is also easily 
converted into a media room for the post-game press conferences for both 
volleyball and women’s basketball.

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Ruth Scott Training Center 


Creighton dedicated the new Ruth Scott Training Center on February 
4, 2019 in a ceremony that included Bill and Ruth Scott, Creighton 
President Fr. Daniel S. Hendrickson, S.J., former McCormick Endowed 
Athletic Director Bruce Rasmussen, head coaches Jim Flanery and Kirsten 
Bernthal Booth, and ex-volleyball student-athlete Megan Ballenger as 
speakers. 

The $5 million training facility was the latest addition to the east 
campus athletic corridor. Fewer student-athletes miss 
practice because of gym and classroom schedules, and all Bluejay 
student-athletes benefit. Designed primarily for volleyball and women’s 
basketball, this facility acknowledges the hardworking, talented coaches 
and student-athletes Creighton hopes to retain. 

Aligning with Creighton Athletics’ mission of recruiting, retaining, 
developing and graduating outstanding student-athletes, this facility is a 
vital developmental resource for both programs. It provides an alternative 
16,109 square-foot space to ensure both programs have ample court 
time to develop individually and as a team. As the volleyball program's 
success continues to expand its season by more than a month, having 
a designated practice gym will alleviate scheduling challenges, as well 
as provide ideal practice times for both programs as their competition 
seasons overlap. 

The Ruth Scott Training Center provides space for two full-sized 
basketball and volleyball courts, six basketball hoops, two automated

volleyball nets that lower from the ceiling, state-of-the-art audio and visual 
equipment to film and review practices, a hydration station and additional 
storage space. 

In recent years, both the Creighton women’s basketball and volleyball 
programs have achieved incredible success on the national stage. In 2021- 
22, the volleyball program captured its eighth consecutive BIG EAST 
Conference regular-season title. The Bluejays finished the season playing 
in its 10th consecutive NCAA Tournament. 

The women’s basketball program has made the postseason in 17 of 
the past 21 seasons, highlighted by a run to the Elite Eight in the 2022 
NCAA Tournament after picking up wins over No. 8 lowa and No. 10 lowa 
State before falling to eventual national champion South Carolina. 

In addition, the space provides more opportunity for the Creighton 
community to host additional special events at DJ. Sokol Arena 
during normal practice times. This facility also sends a strong national 
message showing Creighton Athletics’ dedication to women’s athletics, 
student-athletes and coaches. Construction on the training center was 
completed in January 2019, with the facility dedicated on February 4, 2019. 

The facility was made possible thanks to many generous donors, 
especially lead donors Ruth and Bill Scott, whose generosity has 
transformed the entire east-campus athletics corridor.

Marcus Blossom is in his second year as 
McCormick Endowed Athletic Director at 
Creighton. Blossom was hired following a 
national search led by Creighton University 
President the Rev. Daniel S. Hendrickson, SJ, PhD 
and Collegiate Sports Associates, with Blossom’s 
first official day on the job being Sept. 27, 2021. 

Creighton enjoyed historic levels of success in Blossom’s first year 
on the job, tying a school-record with five programs advancing to the 
NCAA Tournament. The women’s basketball team knocked off No. 8 
lowa and No. 10 lowa State en route to the program’s first trip to the 
Elite Eight. A Bluejay men’s basketball team missing a pair of starters 
defeated San Diego State in overtime before falling to eventual national 
champion Kansas. 

In addition, CU men’s soccer won at No. 10 Missouri State in its first 
NCAA Tournament contest since 2016, while the Bluejay volleyball team 
made its 10th straight NCAA Tournament trip after winning its eighth 
straight BIG EAST title and earning a national seed for the fourth time in 
the last seven seasons. 

The accomplishments didn’t end there. Freshman women’s golfer 
Katherine Lemke became CU’s first BIG EAST individual champion and 
postseason qualifier, while Dan Chipps (rowing) and Debbie Conry 
(women’s golf) both were named Conference Coach of the Year for the 
first time. 

The work performed by Bluejay student-athletes in the classroom 
also featured excellence across the board. The men’s cross country 
program owned the nation’s best GPA and was one of four CU programs 
recognized by the BIG EAST with 2021-22 Team Academic Excellence 
Awards. 

As athletic director at Holy Cross, Blossom led the development of the 
athletics department's first-ever strategic plan, with a focus on creating 
a high-performance culture, achieving and sustaining competitive 
excellence, and increasing ticket sales, external support and community 
engagement, while also enhancing facilities. 

Under his leadership, academic success within the Holy Cross 
athletics program was among the very best in the nation, ranking first 
for graduation success rate, with the school receiving more than a dozen 
Division | Academic Progress Rate public recognition awards from the 
NCAA. Several teams at Holy Cross posted multiyear APR scores in the 
top 10% of all squads in their respective sports. 

Prior to his time at Holy Cross, Blossom spent five years at Boston 
College as senior associate athletics director for business and 
administration. While there, he 
was a member of the executive 
team and assisted with all aspects

The Rev. Daniel Hendrickson, S.J., Ph.D., 
is Creighton’s 25th president. 
Fr. Hendrickson earned his B.A. in 
psychology and theology from Marquette 
University in 1993 and entered the Society 
of Jesus in 1994. He received his M.A. in 
philosophical resources from Fordham 
University, a Master of Divinity degree from the Jesuit School of 
Theology at Santa Clara University, and M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from 
Columbia University. 

He first encountered Creighton as a student in the Jesuit Humanities 
Program in 1996. He returned as an adjunct instructor of philosophy 
from 2000 to 2003. He also was an adjunct professor with Creighton’s 
Institute for Latin American Concern (ILAC) program in Santiago, 
Dominican Republic, in 2002. He was a visiting instructor at Jordan 
University College in Morogoro, Tanzania, and an adjunct professor of 
philosophy at Fordham. 

In 2012, he returned to Marquette where he held administrative and 
faculty positions, including co-directing the Burke Scholars service and 
leadership program. He was elected to the Creighton Board of Trustees 
in 2013, elected president of Creighton in December 2014 and began 
his tenure July 1, 2015. 

His presidential priorities include bolstering the role of humanities in 
higher education; embracing a global focus; and enlarging Creighton’s 
health sciences educational reach. 

During his presidency, the University has grown to more than 8,700 
undergraduate, graduate and professional students; achieved greater 
national recognition; and opened the Creighton University Health 
Sciences - Phoenix Campus, making Creighton one of the nation’s 
largest Catholic health professions educators. 

Fr. Hendrickson serves on the boards of Boston College and Xavier 
University and is a trustee of ILAC/Centro de Educacion para la Salud 
Integral (CESI) in the Dominican Republic as well as Jesuit Worldwide 
Learning UWL). His international experiences in dozens of countries on 
nearly every continent have nurtured his belief in the importance of 
global immersion as key to a well-rounded education. 

In 2022, he was elected to a two-year term as chair of the BIG EAST 
Conference Board of Directors, which is comprised of the presidents of 
the BIG EAST’s member institutions. 

Fr. Hendrickson, who grew up in Fremont, Neb., and graduated 
from Mount Michael Benedictine High School in Elkhorn, comes from 
a family of educators. His identical twin, the Rev. D. Scott Hendrickson, 
SJ., D.Phil., is an associate professor of modern languages at Loyola 
University Chicago, while his older brother, Ryan C. Hendrickson, Ph.D., 
is dean of the Graduate School and vice provost for sponsored research 
at Eastern Illinois University. 


of strategic planning and vision execution for the department of athletics. 

Blossom has a deep background with Jesuit higher education, and he is no stranger to the BIG EAST, having 
spent two years with Providence College as associate athletic director for business operations. Earlier in his 
career, he also served as assistant director of championships for the NCAA, managing the complex process of 
championship host-city selection, among other duties. 

Blossom, who is from Chicago and has strong Midwestern ties, earned his Bachelor’s Degree in Business 
Administration with a concentration in finance at Northeastern University, a Master’s Degree in Sport 
Management from West Virginia University and an MBA from the University of Rhode Island. While earning his 
undergraduate degree at Northeastern University, Blossom was a three-time GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-District 
and three-time all-conference selection in men’s basketball.

Creighton University officially became a 
member of the BIG EAST Conference at 12:01 a.m.on 
July 1, 2013. The 2022-23 season will be Creighton’s 
10th in the league. 

Creighton, along with fellow newcomers 
Butler and Xavier, joined a BIG EAST that retained 
DePaul, Georgetown, Marquette, Seton Hall, 
Providence, Villanova and St. John’s. The 
partnership was announced on March 20, 2013, in 
New York. The University of Connecticut rejoined 
the league in the summer of 2020. = 

The 2022-23 academic year will be the 
44th in the history of the BIG EAST, a league 
synonymous with men’s basketball that has 
evolved into a _ well-rounded league that 
competes nationally at the highest level in sports 
across the board. BIG EAST basketball squads have 
captured 14 titles in the last 23 years, including a 
Villanova title in men’s basketball in 2017-18. 

Since opening its doors in 1979, the league 
has won 42 national championships in eight 
different sports and 145 student-athletes 
have won individual national titles through 
2021-22. Since the league's 2013 alignment, the 
BIG EAST has produced 11 individual national 
champions.
